In & small octave volume of some two hun-
dred pagea have bean republished by Roberts
Hrothers the papers on the Decline and Fall of
Napoleon contributed Yo  Fiold-Marshal Vis-
count Worani,ey to the Pall Moll Magazine, Ap-
parently the suthior’s primary purposs in thisdis-
oussion of the campalgnaof 1812, TR, 1814, and
of the Hundred Daya Is to pet forth the svidenoce
for bollevibg that Napoleon's brain power and
bodily vigor underwent a decided falling off
toward the end of his eareer, Thete seems to
be, Indecd, no doubt that, doring his ater
yeara, s was inblect to perlodical attacks of
mysterious malady whose nature, though often
muessnd at, must still be regarded ne undeter-
mined, On st least thres critical occaslons he
was affected hy this malady during the four
yoars deait with In thess pages. ‘The attacka
usupily followed upon perlods of enormodas
mental and physleal exertion, generally accom-
panied by great exposure, Withont attempting
to denlgnits (s eavme, Lord Wolscley woulil
reccgnize lts aymptoma In s sudden lethargy oF
physical amd moral prostration, sometimes aAt-
teaded with nonte bodily pain. The effects, so
far an thess wers known to onlookers, were
that, at some eritical momont of & battle, Na-
paleon’s wonderful power of quick and correct
decision seemed to dessrt him; so miuch so, that
for tha time being, he almost abandoned the
rolnn to clinnee,
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While, as we have sald, the actual nature of
the maludy remains mysterious, the genernl
cotclusion reached by the muthor of this book is
that Napoleon in 1812, and during the three
succeed (tg yonrs, was, Lo apensible extent, worn
out, Tt isasnertod that he had impaired his gens-
eral henlth by Indolgence in dissipntion, but
moro sirens s Inid upon the high pressure under
which he lind long worked anid the resuitant
overstrain of hLis mental and phystesl ma-
chinery. It s pointed out that noother man has
ever dealt =o enorgetivally for an equal number
of years, and under the burden of such dircet
responsibiiiiy, with so groat a varlety of come
plicated public guestinns of the first magniiudGe,
o whatever antecedent peencies and  cond|-
tions we sbounld attribute {8, the fact is pro-
nounced indisputable that the Hepublican Gen-
eral Honaparte, who, " rushiog down from the
Apennines with the rapidity of & torrent,” over-
ran Pledmont and Lombardy in 1700, was bath
mentally and bodily a differene man from the
Emporar Napoleon who was defeatod at Water.
lov, Lord Wolseley doea not hesiiate to sny
that “many careful students of this Colossus
among men have been compelled, unwillingly
perhaps, to admit that, had the Corsican tien-
oral who fought at Rivoll been in commuand of
the French army when it erossed the Sambre in
1815, our *lron Duke' would nol Liave been nl-
Towed to add the ‘erowning meroy' of Waterloo
to the list of his glorlous achlevements. Nay,
more: had it been the Emperor of the Hundred
Iiava who sssumed command of the army of
Ttaly In 15040, and not the youny citizen Honn-
parte, one feels instinctively thatall the brilllant
operitions of that year in the valleys of the I'o,
the Mincie, and the Adige, would not have been
what they were."

The suthor of this book submits that a plain
and brief summury of historical events afforils
conclusive proof that the genlus of Napoleon
must hnve undergone & species of eclipss dar-
ing the last four years of his publie life, We
mare reminded that, up to the year 1812, ho had
carried out no war In Europe under his own
personal direction which had not been, In the
long run, brillisotly successful. On the other
hand, from that year onward bhe entered upon
nn war which did not end disastroualy. Hy his
tnvaslon of Hussis in 112 he lost aimost en-
tirely the most magoificent army he bad ever
marshalled under his banners, returning In
Liaste 10 Parls, & solitary fuglilve. As the re-
sult of his eampalgn in 1811, ha had to leal
back the remnants of & beaten army behind the
shelter of his own frontier foriresses. In 1814
his brilliant operations between the frontler
and Paris ended in his forced andication and
hin ncceptance of the little ialand of Elba as his
ouly domlinlon; and, haying returned to France
in 1815, be was hopelessly defeated at Waterloo
and sent tu spend the remainder of his days at
Bt. Helena.

‘While, however. the record thus abbreviated
seema to demonstrate a certaln amount of intel-
loctual deterforation, it s acknowledged by Lord
Wolseley that, un many an occasion during the
four years under review, the military taulent of
Napoleon shone forth preéminent, He s far from
nanerting that the invasion of Russin was lesa
ably planned, or that the wants of Napoleon's
mighty hosta were then less carefully vrovided
for toan in his Invasion of Austrim by that
amazing march from Honlogne to Viennawhich
ended at Austerlitz. On the contrary. the au-
thor of this book declares that the more he has
studied Napoleon's voluminous correspondence
of 1811-12 the more he has been struck, not
merely with the stupenidous nature of the task
undertaken when the French army crossed the
Niemen, but with the careful provisions made
for overcoming the diMeulties with which that
mighty operation bristled. The general soneme
was worked out with a splendor of conception
and A mastery of detail which, in Lord Wolse-
ley's Judgment, stands unrivalled in the history
of the world. Nevartheless, the Invasion of Hus-
ala ended In disastrous fallure. SBhould we at.
tribute the fatlure to il luck? To Lord Wolse-
loy it seems traer to say that Napoleon was no
longer the lender he had been In his early cam-
palgns, and that the execution of his plan was
faulty.

In like manner, when he comes to treat of the
campalgn in Germany In 1813, the author finds
more than one ground for maintaining that
Napoleon was no longer the man lie had been In
1704 or 1808, Independently of his fallure to
doatrov his enomy after the battle of Dresden,
be made several mistakes this year. His con-
eeptions were an great, the grandeur of nis un-
dertakings was as striking, but his execution
was not what It bad been of yore. To lord
Waolseley it seems very evident, so far as any
one now can judge of what might or ought to
have happened after the battle of Dresden, that,
had not Napoleon withdrawn as he did from the
personal direction of the pursult, nothing could
have saved the allied army from destruction or
eapitulation. The author protests that he * can
only find one explanation of that withdrawal,
and it in the sudden collapne, through momen-
tary illness, of Napoloon's mental and physieal
power. The ball wis at his foot; but he turned
back instend of making a goal, and his subori-
Bates conld not inake it for him." What hap-
penod at Dresden is well known, The allled
army liad been beaten wnd was In full retrest,
when suddenly Napoleon relinguishied lis per-
sonal direction of the pursult and went bavk to

the Saxon capital, That it was (liness or pliysi-

The Inference bs borne uut by the fact that Lhere
was an sbropt and unmisiakable change in the
tone and splrit of the letters beo wrote after his
return Lo Dresden, as compared with those he
bad prevlously written, At first his orders for
the pumult had becn clear, vigorous, and char-
aoteristie,  Huddenly the mambals ware left
withoul instructions, and Lie pursuit was gotis
ssguenLly relaxed,
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Lord Wolseley coustders it misleading to d1.
rect the atteution of the student of the vam-
palgo of 1814 sxclusively to the operations in
the valleys of the Marne and the Selue He in
oas of those obeervers of Napoleon's carecr who
vevolt agalnst any lwlated treatment of Lhis
eampalgn as & kind of seademic study upon the
laflussce of delonalve opeiatious oi two lihee ol
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riverfin & theatre of war. In his opinion, sven
the able summary of this campalgn by Blr K

Hamley and the manner in which that military
eritlo has treated fta remarkable avents have
tetided to concentrata attention unduly upon
the movements of the alllea and thoss of
Napoleon betwean the Marne and ths Helne
to the sxolunion of all the other InNuenpes
which helped (o being sbout the abdica-
thon of (he great soldler-emporor. Lo
Wolseloy holda that the decline and fall of Na-
poleon eannot be well understosd unless wa
fully realies the basls upon which his power and
supremnoy restsd, and how seriously Lhat
foundation had been already shaken before the
allisa oronsed the Rhine. No tecnuleal critle
clam of his magnifieant stratsgy In 1814, no
mere professional annlysin of his splendid tac.
ties on the fleld of battle, will sufMos.

Of course, no military eritie would think for
a momant of denying that the campaign ef 1814
in Ml of Instruction for soldiers, or that it
abotndein Incidents that arafitting subjecta for
the high-flown exaggeration in the familine do-
seripilon by Thiers of the wounded tiger's
death-struggle, 1t s true snough that woe
betided the man who dared to approach
witliin reach of even his cripplea sirength.
Looking st the campalgn, nevertheless, from
the standpoint of French pateiotism, Lord
Walselay does not scruple to condemin It as
n campaign that should never linve tnlen
place. *The odds,’ he notes, " againat Najoleon
when hedetermined upon It were sooverwlielme-
ing that nothing short of & miraclo in Lis favor
conlid have secured him eventunl suevess. We
admirs, we pralse the man who when fighting
solely tor his country Ognts to the lnnt, trusting
1o pome clhinnes miracie to give her Lhe victory,
But no one ean be Justified in fehting out & war
to the Witer end, s Napoleon did In 1814, when
thine war in waged for hin own rensons, and his
own personal oblects,” Moreover, while Napo-
loon's skrategy for the first three months of 1814
is admitted to hav= been beyond all praise, the
eampaign, in Lord Wolseley's opinion, was
baseid  upon a thoroughly unsonml military
palioy. The reasons for this opinion are thoa
set forth: *“ When Napoleon made up his mind
to refuse the terms offered by the allien before
they had crossed the Rhine, he ahould have se-
cured (o himself all the possible chances In
Lisn favor. I have already referred to the
garrlsons In Germany and to hisn nrmics
In Spaip, which he might have withdrawn,
Wiy not st once hisve sent back to Madrid his
prisouer. tha real King of Spatn, having made
an advantageoun peace with him ? This and the
deposition of Joseph, the poor unmilitary crea-
ture to whom he had given that historle crown,
would have gone far toward concllinting the
sentiment of divine right to which the allled
sovercigns attached conslderable weight. It
would certalnly have tended to make some of
then half-hearted in the contest and to weaken
still more the tles which kebt the alllance to-
wether. Had he wished, he might, immed|ately
nfter Iresden, have sasily detached lils father-
in-law, the Emperor of Austria, from the coali-
tion. In & word, while freely scknowledging
chnt the whole strategle conception of the
campnaign of 1814 was of the lhighest order,
the general military polley was faulty in the
extreme, and, If an ordinary Indlvidus! may
venturs to question the wisdom of the man
whom he belleves to have been the greatest of
(iod's humnan creations, It was opposed to the
Intereata of exhavated France, and moaat hurtful
to what waa still dearer to him, his own In-
terests,”
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More than a third of this volome is devated to
the Hundred Days. In Lord Wolseley's opinion,
the military critie who minutely examines
Napoleon's proceedings during the campaign of
Whaterloo, discovers so mueh to find fault with
that it Is only possible to account for the short-
comings by belleving that they were due to Lhe
mysteriously recurring malady previously men-
toned. To the anthor's mind the evidence cor-
roborating this view Is irrefutable, This anony-
mous disease, from which Napaleon had long
suffered. more or less, and which had been the
cause of so much disaster to him, both at Russia
and at the battle of Dresden, now attacked him
oftener, and with greater virunlence. When
under its Influence he waa Incapable of all use-
ful mental or bodily exertion; he had great
diMiculty in keeping awake, aod his drawn
features and dull expression bespoke both phys-
ical paln and intellectual depression, His
sirength, no longer what it was ten years befors,
hind bean serlously overstralned by fifteen hours
of dally work and worry during his anxious
stay in Paris. XNevertheless, when not under
the influence of this disease, his fne Intollect
was as clear, his fertility of resource as mar-
vellons, his genius as brilliant, and his concep-
tionsma grand as ever. Seated in his cabinet,
he could plan and devise as of yore, with alinost
unerring wisdom and keen apprecintion of what
was necessary for success,  lo could still grasp
the position with all his former insighs. The
angnish, however, of his late fuilures fn the
feld had not only seriously nffected his health,
but bad robbed him largely of that aslf-con-
Adence which Is so necessary for any great and
continved success In war, * He wns." wo are
reminded, " no longer the thin, sleok. active lit-
tle man he had been at Rivoil. His now bloated
face, Iarge stomach, and fat and rounded lege
bespoke s man unfitted for hard work on horse-
back. Iis unwieldy body no longer obeyed his
behests ns formerly. He was nlready old for nis
furty-seven years, and, from being the most self-
contalned, wseif-rellunt, and peremptory of
leaders, he had now (o o marked extent already
fallen Into the garrulity of the graybeard, and
wai prone to ask oplnlons from those to whom
hie Lnd heen wont to issus orders,”

I1. In the last chapter of this book, Lord Wolse.
ley dwells nt length upon the state of Napo-
leon’s healtls In the Noal act of his career, it Ia
because lie belleves It to have been the principal
oause of hin ovorthrow ar Waterloo. "1 he
more,” he says. "1 study his grandly concelved
plan of campaign for 1816, the more convinced
I am that the nverwhelming defeat In which It
ended was primarily the result of bodily diseasa
and the resultant failure of mental power at
supreme moments when rapid saud energstio
decislon was imperatively necessary for suc.
cens. Had he been able to bring the mental and
bhodily energy of Lis early carecr to bear upon
the great plan hie had concelved for the destrue-
tlon of Wellington and BElucher in Helgium.
Judging of what those commanders would bave
done by what they dia do, | balleve the cautious
Englishman would at least have had to retreat
In Linste for the purposs of refrubarking st
Ostend, while the flery sand Impetuous Frossian
would have been almonst destroyed at Ligny and
anly too glad to place the Khine botween the
remnants of his beaten mrmy and the victor of
Jehn." In no other way ean the anthor of this
book account for the valuable hours squandered
by Napoleun or the careless faultiness of many
of lis me t lmportant orders during this
eampalgn, Nor can he otherwise vxplain
o himself bhow two  armies, situsted as
were  those of Wellington and  Bluclier
on June 14, 15, mnd 10, were sllowed
to escape during the two followlng days fram
the destructlon with which Napoleon's most
ably devised scheme of operations ought o
liave overwhelmed thew, In Loed Wolseloy's
opinion, the fatigue and lethargie conditlon
of Napoleon ou the oarly mornlig of the
17th acconnts for the many hougs of dny-
light thint were trifted away, aml for those
that were uselessly wouandered, o v polot-
el out 1that “Grouchy. snzlous 1o begln
the pursult, strove to so6 Napoleon at day-
break, but was not admitied 1o his presence
untll 8 A, M., and ovon then it was impossible Lo
elicit any definlte Insiructions from nim.

The Iatest addition to the "American Church
History" serles, now In conese of publieation by
The Christlan Liternturs Company, I8 an ne-
count of the Dutch Reformed Clhurch, the Ger-
man Reformoed Church, and  the  Moravian
Churnh. in the United Stites. In the present no-
tice we ahall mainly confineoursalves tothe first-
nnmed tople, beeause obyiously (L s of poonliar
interest to the readors of this newspaper, Uir, K.
T, Cogwin, to whom we are indebted for (he
historieal  sketeh of the Duteh Hoformed
Chuarch, reminds ua that, for more than half a
aentury, this ecelesinstical orgnnlzation was the
only ono in existence on Manbattan island and
along the Hudson River, lenoa the early his-
tory of It covers a period of time not compre-
hended by that of any other sectarinn body,
Novertheless, the eoclesinationl lilstory of this
perlod (1028-64), as well as that of the follow.
Ing period (10041708, s never hitherto boen
adequately aet forth in all {ts bearings. Dr,
Corwin, therefore, Lias done well o deal at
longth with these eurller epochis and thios ey n

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What Is the menntigof the technical term
Reformed as apniled to s division of Peotestant
Chrlstianity ¥ The Reformed Church s the
name given to that great division of Protesiant-
Ism which hm its rise In Switzerland In 1510
under Zwingll, 1t was contemporary with the
Lutheran Reformation, but It was Independent
of 11, and standa distinet from the Lutheran
Chureh. Subsequently more wholly developed
and organized under Calvin, It acquired s dis-
tinct type of doctrine and n Presbyterian pollty,
While the name Reformed, however, wis chiefly
confined to Charches on the Continent, the term
In adoctrinal sense embraced also Protestantlsm
under almost nll Its forms in the Hritish Isles
The persscutions under Mary drove muany of the
English reformera to Switzerland, whence some
of them brought back the principles which de-
veloped into Puritanism, while John Knox took
back with him to Scotland the prinelples of
Preshyterianiym,. The fundamental thought of
the doctrine of the Heformed Church was the
divinesoverelgnty to which the human will must
nlways bow subordinate, Especially emphasized
were the doctrines of grace, as they were callel,
These doctrines are consplouous In the confes-
slons of falth of every country where ths He-
formed Church prevalled: in Switzerlnnd, In
the Helvetic Conrfesslon; iz France, in the (inl-
lican;: in Holland, In the Helgle: in England, in
the soventeenth article of the Thirty.nine Arti-
cles, and in the Westminster Confession; aml
finally theso doctrines woro revised and formu.
Iated anew in the canons of the Synod of Dort
(1R 1) hy representatives of all the Churchies
atove referred to, besides some Churchiva from
other Enropean States. The dootrinal system
of Ualvin, however, as thus presented was more
or leas modifled at an eurly period by the so.
ealled federal theology which was frst thor-
oughly formulated by Coccelus (1800000, Wi
slus mubsequently became the chief defender
of the Coccelan Innovations. Later modi-
fications of the system of Calvin weore
attempted at the School of Saumur In
France, by Fuller in England, and by Jonathan
Edwards and others In Ameriea. Even In the
most cursory view of this matter streas sliould
bo Iaild on the change mmde by Calvin In
Zwingll's view of the Lord's supper. The great
colloquy at Marburg (15201, held for the purpose
of consolldating the Swiss nnd German Heformn-
tions, including, as it did, the discusslon of the
doctrine of the supper, made an linpress upon
Protestantism which, to thin day, I8 visible,
Then bognn the sharp separation of the Lu-
theran and Reformed Churches, na they later
canio to be enlled, Luther held unyleldingly to
the literal Interprotation of the words, ** This s
my body," while Zwingll sdopted what seomsl
to him the only rational menning of the plirase,
namely, that the bremd and wine represeuted
the body and blood of Christ, and that the sup.
por was, therefore, cliieflly a memorial: * This
do In remembrance of me."” Sulwegquently
Calvin, while holding the memorinl view, em-
phasized the fact of the spiritunl presouce of
Christ at the supper, and maintained thay he
was spivitunlly received by the spicitunl and
balieving worsLipper. It was chiefly owing to
these differences about the supper that thoe Lu-
theran and Reformed 'hurchos separated,
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We pass to an abbreviated outling of the his-
tory of the Reformed ( Lureh in Eorope upto
the time when s branch of It was estabiished in
Awmerien.  Awingli hlimselt was soon cut off in
battle (1531), but not betfore n large praportion
of the Gierman cantons of switgerinnd bhad em-
braced the Heformed falth. The work begun
by him was carvied on in that land by (Eeolam-
padius and Farel, sud lnter by Calvin, who was,
we noed not recall, possessed of almost un-
paralleled executlve nbility. He bad come s
refugee from France in 1646, the same year in
which he published his " losticutes of  the
Christian Hellglon,” Not to be forgotten niso
aro the labors of Bullinger (1604-73) In guiding
the Infant Church and his fofluence upon the
Engllsh  refugees while they remained in
Switzerland, Nelther should we overlook
the learning, wit, and eloquence of  Hezn,
(LG -10G055, whose transiation of the New Tes-
tament into Latin left a distinet imprint npon
King James's version of oor Englisn Hible,
From Switzerland the Heformed fuith passed
over into the Palatinate In tho daysof Frederick
HL: hers the Heformed Charen of Germany
was born, Here the Heldelberg Catechism,
which has exerted an almost unegualled Influ-
encs upon Proteatantism, was componed by
Urainus and Olavianus in 153058, This catechism
was wlopted at an esrly perlod by the(Cburch of
Heotland as one of Its symbolical books, From
thie Polatinate the Heformed Chureh extendod
northwarnd, fuding s congenianl soll In many of
the Geruman States and quickly teastratnd as
far as  Hremen, I wlso extended  Into
Bohemin,d Poland, Spain,  and  ltaly. Hue

Without followlng the atruggle for rellgloun
and eivil lberty in the Low Countries, which
muy be said to have begnno in 1585, and to Lave
definitely ended with the Pence of Westplinlin
In 1644, we note that the formal beginning of
the Reformed Church in the Netherlunds datea
from 151t when some Walloon and Dutely prs-
tors met at Antwerp with a number of notiles,
to construct u regular church organlzation.
After n slight revision, they ndopted the Helgle
Confession of Faith, containing thirty-seven
articles, which had been composed In 1550, nnd
was modelled after the Giallicwn Confesslon,
The Heidelberg Catechism was provisionally
nrinpted st the same time. This synod, how-
ever, wan eareful to ray that these standards of
doctrine were only symbols of agrecments, snd
that the Word of God was their only rule
of fwith. The two synods which  more
definitely formulated the Chureh Order, na the
polity of the Church was ealled, wern obliged tu
mrot outsido the Netherlands, on sccount of the
persecution carried on there by Alva. Recog-
nizing the almost unparalieled bhardships of
their  sltuation, the Synod of Wesel, 156K,
chose the name "'The Netherland Churches
which nre walting nnder the Cross.” Tt also ac-
cepted provisionally Calvin's Preshyterinn pol-
ity, which they alaborated in cortain particulars
to suit thelr olreumstances, Ministers, it was
determined, must be plous and learned men, and
must agres in doctrine with the standards al-
reidy fixed, Schools must be establivhed for
the study of Hebrew, tircek, and Latin. The

By two national synods, which were  suline-
quently held, o wit, st Dort In 1670 and st
Middelberg In 1681, the polity of the Heformed
Church of Holland was completed, The flrst of
these synods was called without the eonsent of
the clvil power, It declared that, In ecolesiastl-
cul matters, the power belonged to the Clhiurch
alone. Subsequently, It was conceded Lhat eally
on ministers might be approved by the magls-
trute. The four grades of scolesimstionl bodies
were deflued, namely: cousistorien, olusses, pro.
vinelal synods, aud & general synod, which was
o meet telennlally, Church recurds were to be
minutely kept, ss well as records of paptl-ms
and innreinges. The conditlons of full chureh
wembership wero dofined. The Synod of Middle.
burg (1581 Invited Lthe States Gieneral to send a
delegation, but the Invitation was declined, This
axcited some susplelon, and the synod decjded
that the =tes should not be recognlsed in the
election of ministers, elders, or deacons, A
proposition was mude for some sort of elvle
suporintendence, but this was rejected. 1t was
pow decided thnt all Church oMeers, inoluding
professors of theology and schoolmnsters, must
wlgn the standards of doetring. The Heformaol
Church of Holland was now thoroughly organ-
fzed, with an evangeliesl lNturgy and oresd and
n Presbyterian polity.

Pefore tracing the history of the Duteh [te-
formed Chinreh In the United States, wo should
mention that it wns to pass through many viels-
situden in Holland. The spread of ratfonalism
in the eighteenth century affected many of ita
minlsters, and the Napoleonle wars pesulted in
n modification of Its polity, In 1810, certaln
new regulntions wers ndopted, which partly re-
stored Lhe former system. Eventunlly, the Es-
tablished Church of Holland eave up the canons
of Dort, and allowed as wide nlatitude to Its
ministers and professors ns wis concoded In
Giermany or Switzerland, Henee, in 1834
& number of mivisters and congregations
separated  from  the  estalilishied church,
and orgamized the  Christian  Heformed
Chureh.  Their design  was  to malntaln
tha  old purity of  doectrine, Hut it
was not without much diffieulty that they ob-
talped recognition from the elvil power. In
1846 began & new Immigration of Holliaonders,
chilefly from this body, to Michigan and other

States of the Amerlean Unlon, Thess now
far exceed In numbers the original Hol-
lander settlers of 1024, from whom the

Duteh Reformed Church of the United States
has descended. A large portion of tliess re-
cent immigrants have entered the fold of the
Reformed Chureh In Amerion, for the reason
that this adhered to the original system of re-
formed doctrine. Somp, however, hnve united
with the so-called True Heformied  Dhiteh
Churcoh, a small bady which seceded In 1822,
It remains 1o mild that the present kingdom of
thoe Netherland=<, arcomling to  the Constlin.
tinn of 1844, granta entire liberty of con-
science and complete elvil equality o the
members of ull religlons confessions.  Not only
thie National Reformed Church and the Roman
Catholic Clidrch, but  In eertaln seaporta
'resbyterinn. minlaters, nre supported by the
Government.  In IKAT, under the Influence
of the Liberals and the Homanista, the Duteh
Government  banirhed  rellgions  instroction
friim tho schoals, nnd In 1878 it abolished the
theological faeulties In the unlversities, but
granted funis 1o the Natlonnt Synod for special
theologleal instruetion, When rationalists se-
cured these professorships the orthodox party
within the natlonsl e¢hurch established o Free
Reformod University at Ams=terdam (18801, The
Aanme party Ling estuhlinhed freo schiools all over
Hollond in which evangelicnl rellgion 15 taught,

It was the Reformed Church of Holland which
firat pinnted Presbyteriannlsm in the uew world,
Subsequently, many adherents of the Heformed
falth emigrnted 1o Amerien. Those from the
Continent, while retaining the general eplthet
of Reformoed, prefixed adjectives tolndleate thelr
origin; henee the Dutch Heformed, the French
Reformed, and the German Reformed churches;
sonttered ropresentatives of the Swiss Reformed
ilwo were not wanting. Thoso old national dis-
tinctinne, howeover, became comparatively
meaningless in the gencral Intermixture and
Americanization of all the Reformed churches
inthis ecountry. The French WHeformed have
been almost completely nl-orbed by othier de-
nominations which flourished around them,
From 1700 to 1702 the tGoerman Heformed
churghes, montly derived from the DPalatinate,
plaved themselves nnder the care of the Classis
of Amsterdam. To Amaterdam, indeed, all the

| Amwriean Heformed ehurches that wereof Con-

tinental origin turned for wen and money,
Many of the fiest Duteh seitlors brought thele
cartificates of chureh membership with them to
New Netheriand, and a listof their nnmes may
have given rise to the story of an organized
church existing as enrly as 1010, As 0 matier
of fact, thess members, though constituting the
elements of the church, were not formally or-

ganlzed mccording to  Presbyterinn  molels,
The Nirst church was organized in 1028 by the
Rew, Jonan Michareline, who enme over in 10624,

and a letter of his, diseoversd in 185K, is tin
eariieat ecelealastical document relating 1o New
York. How long Michaolus remained on Mans
hnttan Ialand s unkoown, Hecould handly
have been thero ln 168 on the arrival of Dome
ine Hogardus, vr the fact woulil have been
notadd, Bogardus arrived with Gov, Van Mwiller
In the speing of 1008 ‘The relations of the
Reformed Chvrel to the Duteh West Indin
Company wera somew hat pecullar, The com-
pany was the ruler of the colony snd ocoupled
the samo relntion 1o the Chureh s the State
aceupled In Holland, 1t was the company that
formally established the Heformed religion,
Calls wpon mintsters wors not valld until ap-
praved by It.  The company promised to maln-
tain, at Its own expense, clergymen, each of
whom was to recelve 120 florios per month, two
soliooltnasturs, and eomforteors of the slek, Hut
theso engagvmoentd wors not always fuifilled.
The Amsterdam Chamber naturally turnel to
the Classin of Ainsterdam to furnish the eolony
with ministers. By that body almost all the
coloninl clergy wore Bpproved and commis-
sloned, and with s committen ad rea erteras s
constant correapondence was maintained. The
Classin of Amsterdam was, in fact, the melro-
politan of New Netherlands, and for more than
& contury its supremacy was acknow ledped.
The ministey of the Rev, Everandus Hogardus
wia a stormy oue, owlng largsly to the bLad
eharacter of the Govarnor, The loft aver the
horse mill in which the pecple hnd worshipped
since Lod0 was pow replunced by o plain wooden
buildiog " lke s barn," near the East Hiver, o
what s now HBrowd street, between Pearl sl
iridge stroeta.

Dutch Churoh of Auatin Friars in London, and
could preach in German, French, or Englich, nn
well ne Dutel, He labored in New Netherland
for twenty-ane years, namely, from 1052 to
1053, He wasthe first to propose s Latin school
in New Amsterdam, to save youtli the expense
and trouble of guing to Huston for a classionl
trainlng. The lirst Latin teaclier camn over (n
1060, The first minister of the Dutch Reformed
Church on Long Island woas the Hev, John 1,
Polliemus (16564 701, who ofMelated at Flatbuasl,
and occnslonnlly at Filatlands, Gravesend, and
Bruckelen. Up to 1630 npolicy of religlous
toleration had prevalled in New Nastherlund,
witn the result that several sects had taken
root. At Newtown thore wers nany Inde-
pendents and a few Presbytesinns. At Graves.
end thiere were many Anabautista. The Purl-
tans showed some atrength at Westoliester,
where sermons were read to them out of & book,
Thero was a Lutheran minister at the Sonth
River scttlement, and, at Hempstead the Rev,
Rlchard Denton, a Presbyterian, preached for
some  ten years, The Duteh minlstorn In
their correspondence often referred to the
Incrense  of the sects, and In  February,
1148, they made & formal complaint against
them, Theroupon Gov. Stuyvesant and hls
councll passed an ordinance forbidding all
unauthnrized conventicles and the preaching of
unyualified persons. Fines and imprisonments
were inflicted upon Quakers who had settled In
Jamuniea, nnd one of them, John Bowne, was
banished, His appeal to the West India Com-
patiy in 1000 caused the reversal of Stuyvesant's
ordinances and put an end to persecution ln
New Netherland, The last ordinance of tha
colony on the subject of religlon was passed in
March, 1604, and related slmply to the more
careful instruction of youth In the principles of
the Christino rellglon, At the time of the Kng-
lish conquest of the colony, six ministers of the
Dutch Heformed ("harch wers in service, There
were then in existenca eleven churches, hesides
n couple of outlylng stations, Thess constitute
the root from which the Dutch Reformed
Church io the United States has grown,

From the moment that New Netherland fell
into English hands the development of the Re-
formed Church was naturally checked. Dntoh
Immigration practically ceased., Many Hol-
Innders removed to the Carollnas, The number
of clergymon was soon reduced from six to
three, Nor wna (tenlarged for some ten years,
although there were 10,000 souls to be minls-
tered unto. Thonature of the relutions of Duteh
ministers and church members In New Nether-
Inid to the State Church of Holland was not
defined, but it was necesaarily moditied by the
politienl  clinnge. A century later, In the
efforts o secure ecclesiastical independence,
their relations to the Church of Hol-
Innd on  the one hand, and to the
English Government on the other becyme toplea
of vehement discussion. As a matter of fact,
liowever, there was nover any setlous attempt
to enforen the English Acts of Uniformity b=
tween 1064 and 1080, when the Actof Tolern-
tion wans passed, The Duteb and Frencl, with
English dissenters and some others, constituted
nine-tentheof the population during the greater
vart of the coloninl perlod. Tt was not likely
that this great majority would permit a fow
English ofMeinis with a handtul of followers to
Impose upon them s distasteful ehurch polity
and form of worship, It ia cortain that agalnst
such efforts the Dutch set thenselves success-
fully. They preventud the passage of any pro-
vinelal law establishing the Church of England,
though It was subsequently assunmed, contrary
to fact, that the said churoh wan establislied.

The use of the Duteh language for too long
a period in the pulpita undoubtedly weakened
the Reformod Church and drove many of ita
chilidren into the Presbyterian and Episcopal
communions, As early as 1700, & potition was
presented  with many slgnatures for part
Englisn services In the Church of New York,
hut the effort was not aucoessful, Fuoglish was
not Introduced into that church until 1764, and
then the Innovation brought on a disastrous
lawsuit, In many of the rural parishes, Dutoh
speaking lingered untll abont 1820, Then, for a
quarter of & century, the Duteh language was
woldom besrd In the pulplt, out the use of it wus
agnln rovived with the recent immigration to
Michigan and other States, snd 1t I8 now hoard

A fow years ago Secretary Elkine, witha view,
perhaps, to removing a popular misapprehens
slon regarding the useful institotions then
called post canteens, ordered that the name
should be altered to post exchanges, It wasn
wise step, hecauss the post exchangs sells not
only beer, and such drinks as coffee, tea, ginger
ale, minersl water, milk, and lemonade, bud
ples, eakes, frults, preserves, and other eatables,
and clgars, tobacco, and writing materials: in
shiort, It is the complets subsatitute for the post
trader's store, which It has suporceded, The
word canteen has been famillar in other services
to denote the place in which the sutler keeps
his supplies for anle to garrisous: but It was
formerly applled In our service only to the tin
veaseln In which water and other drinks were
carried on the march,

Now, however, Sccretary Lamont reatores the
name of eanteen, but confines it to the bar where
liguora are sold. The general name of the whole
establistiment ia still post exchange. This pare
tial restoration ia not ebhiectionsble, since It is
desired to keep the two features of the selling
of beer and the other uses of the sxchange as
disticet as possible. Indeed, In order to prevens
any accusation of Ineclting or encouraging the
drinking habit among those who resort to the
post exchunge for other purposes, rules have
been adopted for having separate rooma when
praciieable for the sale of such liquors as are
allowed.

This is only one fesaturs of the new regula-
tions just made publie. Still more noticeable
among the changes contemplated as the resuld
of a careful revision s the addition of light
wines to beer In the list of articles that may be
sold, That aleo was the orlginal system, but in
canseguence of attacks made In Congresa and
elsewhere the selling even of wines was slapped,
and boer aloune was allowed. As to distilied
liquors, they of course ind no place In these in.
stitutions. The paragraph of the Army Regu-
Intions which was sdopted on the subject de-
clarcd that “the sale or use of ardent spirits
or wines s strictly prohiblted.” There i to be
& conncll for the management of the post oxe
